In  the  year  1986,  licensed  Montana  producers  sold  to  Montana  processors 
310,527,713  pounds  of  Grade  'A'  milk  at  a weighted  average  test  of  3.52%.

$12.69  per  hundredweight  for  all  milk  sold.

Montana  dairy  farmers  and  Montana  producers  living  out-of-state  had  a total  of 
21,520  cows  which  produced  an  average  of  13,977  pounds  each.  In  addition  there 
were  495  dairy  animals  owned  by  producer-distributors. 


Based  on  figures  from  a 1987  provisional  estimate  by  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau, 
the  population  of  Montana  for  the  year  was  809,000.  The  cost  to  consumers  for 
the  Milk  Control  program  (based  on  fluid  consumption  only)  was  $.00268  per 
quart.  Converting  all  milk  products  used  by  consumers  to  milk  equivalents 
(including  cottage  cheese,  ice  cream,  hard  cheese,  and  butter)  the  cost  of  the 
program  to  consumers  was  $.00199  or  approximately  2.0  mils. 

The  above  calculations  are  based  on  a total  expenditure  by  this  agency  for  the 
calendar  year  1987  of  $241,981.64. 


Per  capita  consumption  of  fluid  milk  in  Montana  using  the  above  population 
figures  was  239.53  pounds  or  111.41  quarts.  Per  capita  consumption  of  all 
milk  products  was  323.52  pounds.
